16 Die, 60 Hurt As Trains 
Collide In Massachusetts 


SWAMPSCOTT, Mass. (U.R)—At 
lease 16 persons were killed and 
more than 60 Injured today when 
one commuter train smashed into 
the rear of another in a driving 
snowstorm. 
Some passengers who survived 
the wreck were involved ini a 
second collision of two other com­ 
muter trains that occurred later 
about five miles from the scene 
of the first accident. 
At least 12 persons were injured 
in the second wreck, also a rear- 
end collision. 
The first, and worst, smashup 
occurred near Swampscott Junc­ 
tion. 
Rescuers recovered 16 bodies. 
It was feared the toll might be 
higher. 
The first collision involved pas- 
aenger trains bound from Ports­ 
mouth, N.H., and Salem, Mass., for 
Boston. 
The second accident was 
in 
nearby Revere and involved two 
trains that had left Marblehead. 
All four trains were operated by 
the Boston and Maine Railroad. 
The Swampscott accident was by 
far the worst. In it, one of the 
cars was ripped in two. Three 
others were knocked off the tracks. 
The cars in the Revere mishap re­ 
mained on the track and proceed­ 
ed to Boston where the injured 
were removed to a hospital. 
Austin Davis of Marblehead, an 
assistant sergeant at arms at the 
statehouse, was in both wrecks. 
He suffered a bruised hip and leg 
in the first accident but was un­ 
hurt in the second. 
More than 1,000 passengers were j 
aboard the two 
trains in the 
Swampscott collision. 
The train from Salem, made up 
of four stainless steel self-pro- 
pelled Budd cars, smashed into the | 
rear of the nine-car diesel-pow­ 


ered train from Portsmouth. 
A witness said the Portsmouth 
train was at a standstill when it 
was rammed by the Budd High­ 
lander. The first car of the Budd 
train virtually skidded under the 
last car of the Portsmouth train. 
The accident occurred at 5:10 
a.m. PST during a whirling snow­ 
storm that hit ihuch of New Eng­ 
land. Visibility was poor. 


A passenger on the Portsmouth 
train, who refused to disclose his 
name, said 11 of the passengers 
in his car were tossed off their 
seats. 
“I looked out and there was half 
a Budd car alongside my win­ 
dow,” he said. 
He said the car behind his was 
high in the air, as if it were 
rammed from beneath.

3 Saved From Icy Water 
As Boat Sinks In Strait 


Three Tiburon men were dunk­ 
ed into Racoon Straits last night 
after a float they were towing with 
a motor launch sank, dragging the 
launch with it. 


One of them, Ed Conners, elderly 
steward for the Corinthian Yacht 
Club, was hospitalized with shock 
and chills but wTas reported in good 
condition 
this 
morning at Ross 
General Hospital. The other two, 
Milton McDonough and A1 Kom- 
mer, did not require treatment. 


According to Kommer, he, Mc­ 
Donough and Conners were towing 


the float from the yacht club to 
a nearby beach at about 9:30 p.m. 
when the accident occurred 
off 
Pt. Tiburon. Three life preservers 
immediately bobbed to the surface 
and the three men hung on and 
started to paddle toward shore. 
As they approached the beach, 
shifting tides carried 
them 
out 
into the channel and to the east. 
At this point, Kommer and Mc­ 
Donough 
noticed 
that Conners 
was getting weak and turning blue. 
They called for help. 
G e o r g e 
Havstad, 16-year-old 
Tamalpais High School junior, was

The pair labored the craft— 
which had a poor set of oars—to 
the bobbing trio, lifted 
Conners 
into the boat and, with Kommer 
and McDonough shoving from be­ 
hind, limped into Jack Cardini’s 
wharf on Mar East. 


Cardini was not at home, 
so 
rescuers and rescued were offered 
shelter by Arthur Dakin, who gave 
them dry clothes and warm diinks. 
Conners, however, could drink no­ 


thing, Kommer said, and was shak­ 
ing severely.

Still Another 


Try To Appeal 


Convict-author Caryl Chessman | 
has another chance to appeal the j 
death sentence which has hung j 
over him for seven years. 
Chief Judge William Denman of 
the U.S. Court of Appeals in San 
Francisco yesterday granted Chess­ 
man a “certificate of probable 
cause” to appeal Dist. Judge Louis 
E. Goodman’s decision, handed 
down Jan. 31. Goodman refused 
Chessman a writ of habeas corpus. 
Judge Denman said the new ap­ 
peal would be entertained solely 
on grounds of Chessman’s conten­ 
tion that he was denied proper 
representation in Los Angeles Su­ 
perior Court in April 1949, when 
his trial transcript was approved. 
Judge Goodman ruled “there is 
not a scintilla of verity” in Chess­ 
man’s allegations that the tran­ 
script was inaccurate and had been 
altered. 
Chessman 
charges 
that 
the 
shorthand notgg. of his trial, taken 
by a court reporter who died, were 
transcribed erroneously by another 
court reporter, and extraneous m a­ 
terial inserted such as alleged in­ 
structions to the Jury by Judge 
Charles W. Fricke to sentence him 
to death if he were found guilty. 
This charge has been denied by 
Jurors. 
Judge Denman said yesterday: 
“It is quite likely that if Chess­ 
man had been present (in April, 
1949) at that hearing, some of the 
eight years of appeals, petitions 
for habeas corpus and more ap­ 
peals might have been avoided.” 
“I hold that failure to produce 
Chessman or have counsel for him 
present at such a hearing presents 
a justifiable question as to whether 
or not he was denied his consti­ 
tutional right to due process of 
law.” 
Arguments on Chessman’s ap­ 
peal may be heard within four 
months.

S. W. Roberts, 102 Belvedere drive, 
next door to the Barn, urging its 
destruction. 
Supervisor Vera Schultz said it 
is true the structure is there as a 
non-conforming use, that its life 
has been extended several times 
by permit and that agreement had 
been reached it would be destroyed.

SWAMPSCOTT. Mass. 0J.PJ—At 
lease 16 persons were killed and 
more than 60 injured today when 
one commuter train smashed into 
the rear of another in a driving 
snowstorm. 
Some passengers who survived 
the wreck were involved in a 
second collision of two other com­ 
muter trains that occurred later 
about five miles from the scene 
of the first accident. 
At least 12 persons were injured 
in the second wreck, also a rear- 
end collision.

occurred near Swampscott June- | ' 
tion. 
Rescuers recovered 18 bodies. 
It was feared the toll might be 
higher. 
The first collision Involved pas­ 
senger trains bound from Ports­ 
mouth, MU., and Salem, Mass., for 
Boston. 
The second accident was In 
nearby Revere and Involved two 
trains that had left Marblehead 
All four trains were operated by 
the Boston and Maine Railroad. 
The Swampscott accident was by 
far the worst. In It, one of the 
cars was ripped in two. Three 
others were knocked off the tracks. 
The cars in the Revere mishap re­ 
mained on the track and proceed­ 
ed to Boston where the injured 
were removed to a hospital. 
Austin .Davis of Marblehead, an 
assistant sergeant at arms at the 
statehouse, was in both wrecks, 
He suffered a bruised hip and leg 
In the first accident but was un­ 
hurt in. the .second. 
More than 1.000 passengers were 
aboard the two trains in the 
Swampscott collision. 
The train from Salem, made up 
of four stainlese steel self-pro­

A passenger on the Portsmouth 
train, who refused to disclose his 
name, said 11 of the passengers 
in his car were tossed off their 
seats.

T he fight between County 
Public W orks Director Marvin 
Brigham

W ater District is headed for the 
courts. 


This was m utually conceded 
today by Deputy Dist. Atty. Lee 
Jordan and H arold F. Riede, 
attorney for the water district. 


The dispute, which has been 
simmering for the better part 
of a year, concerns NMWD's ob­ 
jection to the rigid requ.lrem.ents 
which the county road department 
lays down in. Issuing road en­ 
croachment permits. The require­ 
ments are “unjustified, unreason­ 
able and Invalid under state law,” 
contends the district. 


REFUSES PERMITS 
The county, 
at Brigham’s re- ¡ 
quest, has. refused, to issue any 
more encroachment permits to the 
NMWD until it agrees to comply 
with aH the rules spelled out on 
reverse side of the permit. 
A meeting between the two legal 
counsels, Jordan and Riede, failed 
to' bring about a compromise solu­ 
tion, Jordan reported. 


The water district had stopped 
all work involving tearing up of 
county roads pending the attor­ 
neys’ conference. It now appears 
that it will proceed writh projects 
.as. they are needed. 
Neither attorney could say for 
sure what will happen now. Prob­ 
ably NMWD manager Paul Grimes 
will continue to appljr for county 
permits to' perform 
any 
under­ 
road work needed. If the permit is 
refused, (and Brigham, vows, 
it 
will be), he will proceed with the

3 Saved From Icy Water 
As Boat 
In Strait 


Three Tiburón men were dunk­ 
ed into Racoon Straits last night 
after a float they were towing with 
a motor launch sank, dragging the 
launch with it. 


One of them, Ed Conners, elderly 
steward for the Corinthian Yacht 
Club, was hospitalized with shock 
and chills but was reported in good 
condition 
this morning at Ross 
General Hospital. The other two, 
Milton McDonough and A1 Kom- 
mer, did not require treatment. 


According to Kommer, he, Mc­ 
Donough and Conners were towing 


the float from the yacht club to 
a nearby beach at about 9:30 p.m. 
when the accident occurred 
off 
Pi, Tiburón. Three life preservers 
immediately bobbed to the surface 
and the three men. hung on and 
started to paddle toward shore. 
As they approached the beach, 
shifting tides, carried 
them 
out 
into the channel and to the east. 
At this point, Kommer and Mc­ 
Donough 
noticed that Conners 
was getting weak and turning blue. 
They called for help. 
G e o r g e 
Havstad, 16-year-old

awakened by the cries and rushed

Convict-author Caryl Chessman 
has another chance to appeal the 
death sentence which has hung 
over him for seven years. 
, 
Chief Judge William Denman of 
the U.S. Court of Appeals in San 
Francisco yesterday granted Chess­ 
man a “certificate of probable 
cause” to1 appeal Dist, Judge Louis 
E. Goodman's decision, handed 
down Jan. 31. Goodman refused 
Chessman a writ of habeas corpus. 
Judge Denman said the new ap­ 
peal would be entertained solely 
on grounds of Chessman’s conten­ 
tion that he was denied proper 
representation In Los Angeles Su­ 
perior Court in April 1949, when 
his trial transcript was approved. 
Judge Goodman ruled “there is 
not a scintilla of verity” in Chess­ 
man’s allegations that the tran­ 
script was inaccurate and had been 
altered. 
Chessman 
charges 
that 
the 
shorthand notfjs of his trial, taken 
by a court reporter who died, were 
transcribed erroneously by another 
court reporter, and extraneous ma­ 
terial inserted such as alleged in­ 
structions to the Jury by Judge 
Charles W. Frick# to sentence him 
to death if he were found guilty. 
This charge has been denied by 
Jurors. 
Judge Denman said yesterday: 
“It is quite likely that if Chess­ 
man had been present (in April, 
1949) at that hearing, .some of the 
eight years of appeals, petitions 
for habeas corpus and more ap­ 
peals might have been avoided.” 
“I hold that failure to produce 
Chessman or have counsel for him. 
present at such a hearing presents 
a justifiable question as to whether 
or not he was denied his consti­ 
tutional right to due process of 
law.” 
Arguments on Chessman’s ap­ 
peal may be heard within four 
months.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Marin General Should Plan 
For Mental Patient Care 


Directors of the M arin County Hospital 
District have before them a recommendation 
to double the capacity of M arin General 


Hospital. 
T he recommendation climaxed a detailed 
study by Ray J. Stull, hospital consultant, of 
present and future hospital facility needs in 


M arin. 
W ith our county growing so rapidly, we 
can see no reason for disputing the stated 
need for another 100 beds. Actually, that 
was foreseen in an earlier hospital survey in 
the county, nearly 10 years ago. 
But there is one phase of hospital care 
that, it seemed to us, was not sufficiently 
discussed in the Stull report now under 


study. 
We refer to the almost complete absence 
of facilities for treating m ental patients in 
the county. This, we feel, deserves far more 
discussion and consideration. 
As it is now, a M arin resident stricken by 
m ental illness and in need of hospitalization 
faces little choice but legal com m itm ent to 
a state hospital—many miles from home. T h e 
hospital 
is 
probably 
overcrowded 
with 
chronic and sometimes incurable m ental pa­ 
tients. Doctors, nurses, attendants, surround­ 
ings all are strange. 
These circumstances 
combine to make cure less likely and time 
of treatm ent m uch longer. 
By contrast, a psychiatric ward in M arin 
General would enable m any patients to re­ 
ceive treatm ent 
before their 
illness had 
passed its most easily curable stage. 
Sur­ 


roundings would be more or less fam iliar. 
T he family doctor who knows the patient 
best would be in attendance. 
Family could 
visit easily and often, if the doctor deemed 
it advisable. 
Since medical science is coming more and 
more to recognize a close relationship be­ 
tween physical and m ental health, the value 
of having the family doctor at hand cannot 
be underestim ated. 
Studies show that 80 to 90 percent 
of mental patients cared for in close-to- 
home general hospitals — like Marin 
General — are back on their feet and 
able to work and enjoy living again 
within six weeks or less. 
By contrast, even the best of state 
hospitals are able to rehabilitate only 
about 60 per cent of their patients and 
treatment time is measured in months 
instead of weeks. 
W e think our hospital directors would do 
well to ponder the words of Dr. A. E. Ben­ 
nett, chief of the psychiatric service at H er­ 
rick M emorial hospital in Berkelev: 
“Discrim ination against the m entally ill is 
the last barrier between medieval and m od­ 
ern medicine. T h e time has come when the 
hospital m ust be truly general; it m ust ful­ 
fill its duty to the com m unity by treating the 
whole m an—his personality as well as his 
body.” 
W e hope our hospital directors will make 
provisions in their expansion plans for 
“treating the whole m an." 


U. S., USSR And U-235 
President Eisenhower’s program for the 
release to other nations of some 88,000 
pounds of rare Uranium-235 for use in 
atom ic power reactors, is another proof of 
America’s desire to share its industrial and 
economic advantages with the world. 
By 
contrast, it should be noted that the Soviet 
U nion to date has not given a single ounce 
of fissionable m aterial to anyone—not even 
to its satellites. 
But, unfortunately, this new act of Amer­ 
ican generosity will probably not result in 
great gratitude from abroad. A t least, not 
on the level of the masses. Why? Because 
the Kremlin, despite the phoniness of its 
propaganda, is reported to be scoring heav­ 
ily in Asia w ith its “peace assault" against 
the West. 
In other words, B ulganin’s offer of peace 
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pacts with the U nited States, B ritain and 
other nations of the W est and M iddle East 
casts Moscow in a “sweet and light” role in 
the eyes of the Asians. Conversely, our sale 
of tanks to Saudi A rabia, together with the 
clever Soviet play on the purpose of our 
weather balloons and our inept statements 
supporting Portuguese territorial claims in 
India, all combine to make us unpopular in 
many places. 


T h e answer to the dilemma, it seems to 


us, is not to launch into a greater giveaway 


program or to w ithdraw all aid, but rather 


to use greater care in avoiding acts and 
statements which can readily be interpreted 
as warlike. A few of these can more than 
offset our many genuine and generous moves 
to hoip others.

'Progressive Education Seen 
As Plot To Socialize U.S.A. 


(Autohrs Note: This Is the 
second of two columns con­ 
taining an article on educa­ 
tion by Dr. Willford I. King, 
economist and educator.) 


THIS DEFICIENCY, coupled 
with the unsystematic treatment 
of the various subjects studied, 
naturally resulted in failure to 
master any of these subjects. The 
typical eighth grade graduate had 
a smattering of knowledge about 
many fields, but was really fa­ 
miliar with none. 


With lack of system and miss­ 
ing persistent drill, it was found 
impracticable to get the majority 
of the pupils to learn m athem at­ 
ics. As the years passed, this dif­ 
ficulty was met by eliminating 
all but the most elementary parte 
of arithmetic and by making al­ 
gebra and geometry elective rath­ 
er than required subjects in our 
high schools. 


Today, as a result, only a 
small minority of high school 
students take mathematics. 
Without such a foundation, 
they can get nowhere in phy­ 
sics. so many high schools 
no longer offer this subject. 
In view of this situation, is 
it any wonder that the nation 
finds itself short of engineer­ 
ing college graduates?

of the easy-roads schoolmen (one 
cannot logically call them edu­ 
cators), found themselves eager­ 
ly courted by a new group of 
prospective allies. 
A meeting of top collectivists 
had been held in Washington, 
and it had been there decided 
that the only feasible way of re­ 
placing our competitive capital­ 
istic economy with a socialist 
system was to secure the aid of 
the schools. A group of Colum­ 
bia University faculty members 
being found to favor this method 
of attack, Columbia Teachers 
College, headed by William F.

With our absurd system 
of compulsory school enrollment 
for adolescents, boys entirely un­ 
prepared and unfitted for ad­ 
vanced education, and who should 
be earning their livings by use­ 
ful work, have been compelled 
to attend high school—thus wast­ 
ing their own and their teach­ 
ers’ time and their parents, and 
the taxpayers’ money. 


. . . THE TERM progressive 
education has appealed to the 
average American. Only now, is 
he beginning to wake up to the 
fact that it stands for progress 
downward, instead of upward, 
and for school attendance rather 
than real erudition and teaching 
ability. 
In toto, the net effect of this 
system upon our nation’s chil­ 
dren has been to give them not 
mastery of the three R ’s, but in­ 
stead, training in the three C’c 
—collectivism, chaos and crime. 
Is it not high time that we 
eradicate from our schools every 
trace of the results of the alli­ 
ance between stupid impression­ 
ism and destructive collectivism, 
and once more reinstate educa­ 
tion in our schools?

did not vary. They were stated 
and restated for the maximum 
effect. They were these: 
1. “One-man dictatorship’ was 
branded as a horrible mistake. 
“Collective leadership” is what 
the Soviet Union wants and what 
the Soviet Union is going to get 
from now on. 
2. Stalin was excoriated for 
false theories of Communism, re­ 
viled because of his abuse of the 
purge and the firing squad and 
criticized for making Commu­ 
nism look bad to the whole 
world because of his ruthless 
rule. 
Finally, the whole Communist 
Party hierarchy repudiated force 
and violence as the only and in­ 
evitable means of putting Com­ 
munism in power around the 
world. 


BETWEEN A ONE-MAN and 
a three-man or an eleven-man 
dictatorship the Russian people 
may not be able to see much dif­ 
ference. W hat Mr. Khrushchev 
appears to be saying is that the 
Soviet dictators are not going to 
purge each other—and that ought 
to be nice for them. 
W hat concerns the rest of the 
world very acutely and what it 
will have to dissect very care­ 
fully is Mr. Khrushchev's public 
revision of Communist theory. 
He now says—with a knowing 
nod 
to all Communist Party 
member* and sympathizer* in 
the democratic countries—that 
under special circumstances Com­ 
munism could be achieved by 
regular 
parliamentary 
means 
without using force and violence. 
Non-Communist papers in Wes­ 
tern Europe greeted these views 
with headline* reading: KREM­ 
LIN BREAKS WITH STALIN; 
SENSATIONAL REVISION OF 
COMMUNIST PARTY DOGMAS. 


SHOULD THE U.S. court* re­ 
verse themselves after convict­ 
ing the American Communist 
leaders for advocating the over­ 


throw of the 
government by 
force? 
Are the Communist parties in 
the democratic nations now to 
be accepted as loyal parliamen­ 
tarians willing to use democratic 
institutions for peaceful change? 
Are the Communist political 
leaders in France or Italy, in 
Burma or India or Greece to be 
accepted into “united front” gov­ 
ernments on the ground that 
they have renounced force and 
violence as a Communist wea­ 
pon? 


That ia exactly what the 
Kremlin would like us to do 
and I suggest that we look 
at this new Kremlin line a 
little more closely before buy­ 
ing It. 


SHOULD C O MMU N I ST S In 
the U.S. or France or Italy or 
India or anywhere else In the 
free world ever be trusted to use 
parliamentary institutions in good 
faith? I quote from the rules 
and constitution of the Third 
Internationale: 
“Parliamentary (democratic) 
governments can in no way be a 
form of Communist society . . . 
The task of the proletariet con­ 
sists in blowing up the whole 
machinery of all parliamentary 
institutions.” 
“Each Communist representa­ 
tive must remember that he is 
not a ‘legislator’ bound to seek 
agreements, but an agitator, de­ 
tailed into the enemy’s camp to 
carry out party orders.” 
“The Communits Party enters 
such (parliamentary institutions) 
not for the purpose of organiza­ 
tion work—but to blow the Par­ 
liaments up from within.” 
IT STRIKES ME that there is 
reason to give Mr. Krushchev’s 
words a little time to settle—say, 
ten or twenty years — before as- 
cepting 
them 
a* 
trustworthy 
Communist policy. 
When we get to read the fine 
type in Mr. Khrushchev's speech, 
we will find, I suspect, that the 
Communist parties in democrat­ 
ic countries no longer have to 
proclaim that force and violence 
are Inevitable. They are Just free 
to use force and violence when 
necessary. 
Stalin once remarked: 
“We 
shan not yield an Inch of our 
soil and we do not covet a foot 
of foreign soil.” But I do not re­ 
call that Stalin ever said: “We 
do not covet a foot of foreign 
soil except Latvia, Lithuania, Es­ 
tonia, Eastern Poland, the Kar­ 
elian Isthmu*, Petsamo, Bessar­ 
abia, Northern Bucovina. Eastern 
Czechoslovakia. Königsberg and 
the Kurlle Islands.” 


Mr. Krushchev aeems more 
interested in cancelling Sta­ 
lin’s “theoriea” than in can­ 
celling his acta.

NEW YORK {&)—White collar 
workers worry about being dis­ 
placed by machines — much as 
they’d like to ditch the drudg­ 
ery of their jobs. And industrial­ 
ists—much as they'd like to get 
out from under the ever growing 
avalanche of paper work needed 
to run a modern business—have 
some worries, too, in adjusting 
to the latest phase of the me­ 
chanical age.

THE FOUNDATION reports on 
a case study of the experience of 
the Port of New York Authority 
which operates bridges, tunnels, 
and airports. T h i foundation re­ 
ports that in 1949 the Port Au­ 
thority began looking for an au­ 
tomatic system that would record, 
account for and audit tolls on its 
bridges and tunnels — some 35 
million separate transactions a 
year. Cost and other considera­ 
tions stymied it. 
In 1954 the Port Authority set 
up an Electronic Research Divi­ 
sion. It found 35 employes quali­ 
fied for the 12-hour examination, 
which eight passed. From oral in­ 
terviews three were selected for 
work in the division. 
Postponing for the time being 
its search for the machine to do 
the toll computation economi­ 
cally, the Port Authority last 
year decided to lease a general- 
purpose electronic computer. It 
will be installed this fall. At first 
it will work on airport cost ac­ 
counting and revenue account­ 
ing, other than tolls. The ma­ 
chine is expected to do in two 
weeks what it took nine to do be­ 
fore. Later the machine may be 
put to ledger-keeping and finan­ 
cial statements, and possibly to 
payroll accounting. 


THE FOUNDATION points to 
this long, slow and difficulty- 
strewn experience in warning 
businessmen to expect planning 
problems. 
Another 
case history comes 
from the comptroller of Pacifio 
Mutual Life Insurance Co. of Los 
Angeles. He says the two mil­ 
lion dollar outlay for its large 
scale computer system will pay 
for itself In five or six years 
through savings on clerical costs. 
Both case histories, however, 
have this ending: In time, ma­ 
chines will do the jobs.

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Marin General Should Plan 
For Mental Patient Care 


Directors oí the M arin County H ospital 
District have before them a recommendation 
to double the capacity of Marin General 
Hospital. 
The recommendation climaxed a detailed 
study by Ray J. Stull, hospital consultant, of 
present and .future hospital facility needs in 
Marin. 
W ith our county growing so rapidly, we 
can see no reason for disputing the stated 
need for another 100 beds. Actually, that 
was foreseen in an earlier hospital survey in 
the county, nearly 10 years ago. 
But there is one phase of hospital care 
that, it seemed to us, was not sufficiently 
discussed in the Stull report now under 
study. 
We refer to the almost complete absence 
of facilities for treating m ental patients in 
the county. This, we feel, deserves far more 
discussion, and consideration. 
As it is now, a Marin resident stricken by 
mental illness and in need of hospitalization 
faces little choice but legal commitment to 
a state hospital—many miles from home. T he 
hospital 
is 
probably 
overcrowded 
with 
chronic and sometimes incurable mental pa­ 
tients. Doctors, nurses, attendants, surround­ 
ings all are strange. 
These circumstances 
combine to make cure less likely and time 
of treatment much longer. 
By contrast, a psychiatric ward in Marin 
General would enable many patients to re­ 
ceive treatment before their 
illness had 
passed, its most easily curable stage. 
Sur­ 


roundings would be more or less familiar. 
The family doctor who knows the patient 
best would be in attendance. Family could 
visit easily and often, if the doctor deemed 
it advisable. 
Since medical science is coming more and 
more to recognize a close relationship be­ 
tween physical and mental health, the value 
of having the family doctor at hand cannot 
be underestimated. 
Studies show that SO to 90 percent 
of m ental patients cared for in close-to- 
home general hospitals — like M arin 
General — are back on their feet and 
able to work and enjoy living again 
w ithin six weeks or less. 
By contrast, even the best of state 
hospitals are able to rehabilitate only 
about 60 per cent of their patients and 
treatment time is measured in months 
instead of weeks. 
W e think our hospital directors would do 
well to ponder the words of Dr. A. E. Ben­ 
nett, chief of the psychiatric service at Her­ 
rick M emorial hospital, in Berkeley: 
"Discrimination against the mentally ill is 
the last hairier 'between medieval, and m od­ 
ern medicine. The time has come when the 
hospital must be truly general; it must, ful­ 
fill its duty to the community by treating the 
whole m an—his personality as well as his 
body.” 
W e hope our hospital directors will make 
provisions in their expansion plans 
for 
"treating the whole man."

Conversely, o u r sale 
of tank^ to Saudi Arabia, together wuth the 
clever Soviet play on the purpose of our 
weather balloons and our inept statements 
supporting Portuguese territorial claim,» in 
India, all combine to make us unpopular in 
many places. 


T he answer to the dilemma, it seems to 


us, is not to launch into a greater giveaway 


program or to wd.th.draw all aid, b u t rather 


to use greater care in avoiding acts and 
statements which can readily be interpreted 
as warlike. A few of these can more than 
offset our many genuine a n d g enerous m oves 
to holp others.

THIS DEFICIENCY, coupled 
with the unsystematic treatm ent 
of the various subjects studied, 
naturally resulted in failure to 
master any of these subjects. The 
typical eighth grade graduate had 
a sm attering of knowledge about 
many fields, but was really fa­ 
miliar w ith none. 


W ith lack of system and miss­ 
ing persistent drill, It was found 
impracticable to' get the m ajority 
of the pupils to learn m athem at­ 
ics. As the years passed, this dif­ 
ficulty was m et by elim inating 
all but the moat elementary parts 
of arithm etic and by making al­ 
gebra and geometry elective ra th ­ 
er than required subjects in our 
high, schools. 


Today, as a result, only a 
■mall minority of high school 
students take mathematics. 
W ithout such a foundation, 
they can get nowhere In phy­ 
sics, so m any high schools 
no longer offer this subject. 
In view of this situation. Is 
it any wonder that the nation 
finds Itself short of engineer­ 
ing college graduates?

ing their own and their teach­ 
ers’ time and their parents, and 
the taxpayers' money... 


, . . THE TERM progressive 
education has appealed to 'the 
average American. Only now, is 
he beginning to wake up to. the 
fact th at it stands for progress 
downward, instead of upward, 
and for school, attendance rather 
than real erudition and teaching 
ability. 
In toto, the net effect of this 
system upon our nation's chil­ 
dren has. been to give them not 
m astery of the three R ’s, but in ­ 
stead, training in the three C'c 
—collectivism, chaos and crime. 
Is it not high time th a t we 
eradicate from, our schools, every 
trace of the results of the alli­ 
ance between stupid Impression­ 
ism and. destructive collectivism, 
and once more reinstate educa­ 
tion In, our schools?

They are Just free 
to use force and violence when 
necessary. 
S'talla. on,te rem arked: 
"We 
shall not yield an Inch of our 
■oil and we do not covet a foot 
of foreign soil.” But I do not re­ 
call th a t Stalin ever said: "We 
do not covet a foot of foreign 
soil except Latvia, L ithuania. Es­ 
tonia, Eastern Poland, th e Kar­ 
elian Isthm us, Peteamo, Bessar­ 
abia, N orthern Bucovina, Eastern 
Czechoslovakia,, Konigsberg and 
the K urils Islands.” 


Mr., Krushchev seem s more 
Interested in cancelling Sta­ 
lin's “theories” than in can­ 
celling his acta.

FREEWAY PLANNED . 
For one thing, he pointed out, 
the state Division of Highways is 
planning a freeway 
along 
th a t 
stretch of Highway 101 fronting 
the air base and will not grant a 
perm it for any pipeline within a 
future freeway area. 
Therefore, th e Air Force refusal 
“is facetious and impractical.” 
Area which would be atrred by 
the sewer line includes Sundown 
Knolls, a 130-lot subdivision and 
shopping center planned by Filippo 
& Penaat, and a commercial de­ 
velopment and rental housing area 
planned by Francis Allison. The 
new line would also correct what 
the letter calls “a very serious sew­ 
age disposal problem and serious 
health menace” at Dusel court, 
rental units opposite the air base. 
In closing, H ardcastle 
pleaded 
for “consideration and assistance 
in the solution of a problem vital 
to the sanitation and health of the 
Air Force Base and the adjacent 
community.”

Work Stoppage 


MIAMI (U.R) — The influential 
National B aptist Convention, rep­ 
resenting one-third of the coun­ 
try’s Negroes, refused today to en­ 
dorse a proposal for all Negroes to 
stop work on M arch 28 to pray 
for Alabama Negroes, arrested in a 
bus boycott. 
Dr. Joseph Jackson, president of 
the five million mem ber organiza­ 
tion, said 
the local boycott in 
Montgomery, Ala., was “all right” 
but th at a work stoppage by all of 
the Negroes in the nation would 
am ount to “a nationwide economic 
boycott.” 
‘NOT IN TRADITION’ 
“I don’t believe rehgion should 
be used as an economic boycott,” 
the Negro m inister said yesterday. 
“Calling a halt to work is not in 
the C hristian traditions.” 
Rep. Clayton Powell <D-NY>, a 
m inister himself, and a group of 
other New York Negro clergymen 
called for the nation’s Negroes to 
stop work for one hour on March 
28 to offer a pray for the N eg ro es 
arrested in the Montgomery 
d u s 
boycott. 
Powell, a member of the N ation­ 
al Baptist (Convention, said the 
work stoppage would be a prayer 
campaign “for delivery from per­ 
secution and for the delivery of 
persoas afflicted with racial pre­ 
judice.” 
FAVOR PRAYER 
“We are in favor of prayer, but 
we shair not go along with a n a ­ 
tionwide economic boycott,” said 
Jackson, who is here on vacation. 
He said he talked by telephone 
with Powell and “I told him I 
agreed with the prayer aspect, but 
I advised him strongly we would 
not 
support a 
nationwide 
eco­ 
nomic boycott. Any work stoppage 
would be exactly th a t.” 
Jackson, a native Mississippian 
who now fives in. Chicago, said it 
is not necessary to stop work to 
offer prayers and not in the spirit 
of the m inistry “to spread such a 
boycott.” 
B ut he said he has called on his 
congregations and “all real Amer­ 
icans, white or Negro,” to observe 
the May 17 second anniversary of 
the U.S. Suprem e Court decision 
banning 
segregation 
in 
public 
schools and colleges. He said it 
should be a “day of mourning, 
fasting and prayer.”

“I don’t believe religion should 
be used as an economic boycott," 
the Negro minister said yesterday.

Rep. Clayton Powell (D-NYi, a 
minister himself, and a group of 
other New' York Negro clergymen 
called for the nation’s Negroes to 
stop work for one hour on March

boycott. 
Powell, a member of the Nation­ 
al Baptist Convention, said the 
work stoppage would be a prayer 
campaign “for delivery from per­ 
secution. and for the delivery of

FAVOR PRAYER 
"We are in favor of prayer, but 
we shal! not go along with a na­ 
tionwide economic boycott,” said 
Jackson, who is here on vacation.

Civilization Means More Work For

Mama still needs help. Needs it 
Just as badly as ever. She has too 
much work.

Ghost Traps 
Discussed At 
Outdoor Club 


Ghost traps, most unusual and 
fascinating of a collection of ob­ 
jects brought back from Tibet by 
Dr. Frederic Spiegelberg, formed 
the basis of his talk Thursday 
for members of the Outdoor Art 
Club. 
Displayed 
on 
the 
platform 
were various shaped examples of 
these 
spider-web-like 
creations 
from the complete collection of 
them currently being exhibited 
at the Stanford art gallery. 
It 
is the first collection of this kind 
to be taken out of Asia. 
According to Dr. Spiegelberg, 
ghost traps are used by Tibetans 
to catch the 
harmful demons 
that are found everywhere. 
When a Tibetan feels the hap­ 
penings in his daily life indicate 
a demon is at work in his house­ 
hold, he calls upon the Buddhist 
priest, who decides what type of 
trap should be built to catch the 
culprit. 
The trap is placed on the roof 
or hung by a door, and each day 
the priest comes to check whe­ 
ther the ghost has been caught. 
When small woolen balls on the 
end of the traps are moist, the 
ghost is believed to have been 
enmeshed, and the trap is then 
thrown over the highest preci­ 
pice and destroyed. 
Dr. Spiegelberg also displayed 
a Tibetan prayer wheel, a basic 
robe worn by the lamas, and a 
number of small weblike pieces 
used to aid recoveries from ill­ 
ness.

Ghost Traps 
Discussed At 
Outdoor Club 
Ghost traps, most unusual and 
fascinating of a collection of ob­ 
jects brought back from Tibet by 
Dr. Frederic Splegelberg, formed 
the basis of his talk Thursday 
for members of the Outdoor Art 
Club. 
Displayed on 
the 
platform 
were various shaped examples of 
these spider-web-like creations 
from the complete collection of 
them currently being exhibited 
at the Stanford art gallery. It 
is the first collection of this kind 
to be taken out of Asia. 
According to Dr. Splegelberg, 
ghost traps ars used by Tibetans 
to catch the harmful demons 
that are found everywhere. 
When a Tibetan feels the hap­ 
penings in his dally Míe indicate 
a demon Is at work In Ms house­ 
hold, he calls upon the Buddhist 
priest, who decide* what type of 
trap should be built to catch the 
culprit. 
The trap is placed on the roof 
or hung by a door, and each day 
the priest comes to check whe­ 
ther the ghost has been caught. 
When small woolen balls on the 
end of the traps are moist, the 
ghost 'is believed to' have been 
enmeshed, and the trap- is 'then 
thrown over the highest preci­ 
pice and destroyed. 
Dr. Splegelberg also displayed 
a Tibetan prayer wheel, a basic 
robe worn by the lamas, and a 
number of amall weblike pieces 
used to aid recoveries from ill­ 
ness.

CU.PJ— Parents 
who worry because their school- 
age child “never acted this way” 
should remember it’s because he 
once was younger, not better, ac­ 
cording to Viola Hunt, family life 
specialist at the University of Wis­ 
consin. 
She reminded parents that wheif

a “best friend.”
